X add thau not a single 
one of the authors of those books lias spent any time in those records to which I give 
unsuoervised access to al.u who write on the sube jet. a wealthy one and a stinkei who liad 
his own preconception had s tudent going over them looking for what f ortt/f ied his pro- 
conception, that the mafia did it. The others who do no real research and pursue their 
own would-be Perry mason careers take freely wliat is available and corrupt, tliat with their 
theories vliieh ase as unproven and usually as untenable. Which is to say that most of the 
books will mislead and misinform you. Virtually nobody has the knowledge to read the more 
persuasive ones critically and to test them against what is known of the fact of ohe 
assassination. So they can be and some are oersuasive. So, I encourage you to take the 
time to read everything as critically as you can. 

x o anawer your question, wliat do - think happened, I have to begin uiuh an explan- 
ation: the crime itself was never officially investigated find was never intended to be. 

There thus are no leads for private persons to follow. Without question the crime was the 
end product of ajionspiracy. But there are no leads to any assassins. 

In about September, 1966, when I'd finished my second book, x thought that by i/hinking 
in cui bono tei’ms we might get somewhere bus it was nos long before I realized tliaui there 
are so many who could have seen benefit from the change there is no way of pinpointing , even 
of identifying all of them. We can eliminate that way but no more. So, have no answer. 

My work grew into a study of how the basic institutions of our society worked or faik— 
ed to work in terms of the assassinations. 

It is obvious they all failed and continue to fail.And look at the difference in our 
country, really in the entire workd. The assassination did turn the world around.
